| mature. A considerable crop of Ju- 
dian corn is doing nicely. There are 
tomato plants of immense size and 
strength, but they are later this year 
than last. Last year’s intense hot 
‘weather was especially favorable for 
tomatoes, and from soine single plants 
grown in the garden lost season full 
pails of ripe tomators were gathered. 
It may be stated that all the vege- 
tal le und flower seeds sown in the 
garden this year were furnished by 
J. M. Perkins, of Winnipeg. 

Last, but by no means least, the 
trees must be mentioned. The dia- 
gram of the park was remodelird this 
vear and most of the trees in the gar- 
den were transplanted to conform with 
the new plan. This unavoidably re: 
tarded their growth, but they are all 
quite green and vigorous, Those trees 
which were not removed in the spring 
have made marked progress, and there 
is exceilent prou:ise that in a few years 
the attractive equare will bea park in 
reality as well as in name. In addi- 
tion to maples, there are growing piue, 
spruce, Balm of Gilead and mountain 
ash or rowan tree, Plum and cherry 
trees were planted last year, which 
maintain a healthful look. 

It will be superfluous to ndd that 
Mr. West, upon whom the care of the 
garden devolves, in proud, and rightly 
so, of the unqualitied success which 
has attended his untiring attentions.

The bestowal of the honor of knighthood 
en Henry Irving, the great actor, marks 
the most astonishing advance in the social 
recognition of histrionic art known in the 
history of the English stage. That this 
honor should have been bestowed by Vio- | 
toria emphasizes the greatness of that | 
edvance. This is the first time an English 
actor has ever received such recognition at 
the hands of his sovereign. Elizabeth would | 
have startled and scandalized her court had 
she ventured to recognize in such fashion, 
the peerless Shakespeare. And Charles II., 
who ennobled pimpsand prostitutes without 
stint, would have created a social revolution 
had he ventured to give the meanest title 
to the most illustrious actor in his realm. 
In fact, few people realize how socially 
degraded and despised all members of that 
profession were in early English society. 
At first, no women were permitted to 
appear upon the stage at all. And when 
this prohibition wae removed every female 
member of the profession was simply a 
They lLerded with the lowest 


social leper. 


as vile in character as they were in reputa- 
tion. Step by step, over a stony and 
thorny road, the actor has ascended the 
social scale. At first he was treated as 2 
beast, then as a human beine, then as a gentle- 
man, and, finally, in the person of Henry 
Irving, he has become almost a nobleman. 
And surely in this case, the tardy honor 
bas been well bestowed. Sir Henry Irving 
—as we must call him in future—has done 
more for the dignity and elevation of the 
English-speaking stage than any living 
man. He isa great artist, and his culti- 
vated intelligence and refined artistic sense 
have powerfully helped make the stage one 
of the liberal and learned professions. 


The ' unspeakable Turk has done it 
once too many times. The “‘last ditch” is 
not far off. The civilized world is not a 
fool, nor wholly cowardly. The fiercest 
fanaticism, the unutterable misrule, which 
found its perfectly logical manifestation in 
the Armenian massacres, has crossed its 
dead line, The incident of Jeddah of May 
31, when the consular representatives of 
the British, French and Russian govern- 
mente were assaulted by Turkish troops, 
the British vice consul assassinited and 
other consular officers wounded, has punc- 
tuated the end of the sentence. Longer 
dalliance on the part of the European 
powers would be sheer stupidity. 

The Sultan is frightened. He dare not 
longer delay giving a: least verbal consent 
to the scheme of administrative reform 
proposed by the great powers of Europe. 
If he cannot yet eee, he will presently be 
helped to see the inevitableness of the new 
methods of taxation and of local govern- 
ment. If the insane fanaticism of Islam 
breaks out again its madness ie likely to be 
its doom. As the London News remarks, 
„It is not too much to say that there are 
many signs of e holy war’ against all 
Christian communities and all Christian 
rights ghatever in the Turkish Empire.” 
But the great governments of Christendom, 
European and American, cannot remain 
indifferent. Any such indifference would 
-make all theee governments participante 
in the unspeakable crime against civiliza- 
tion, against humanity itself. 


FREE BURIAL. 


Ite Nies Been Adopted in Many ef th 
Swiss Cantons. 

There is at least one country in the world 
where it costs nothing to die. In some of 
the cantons of Switzeriand all the dead, 
rich es well as poor, are buried at public 
expense. Coffins and all other necessary 
articles are furnished on application to 
certain undertakers designated by the 
Government. Everything connected with 
the interment is absolutely gratuitous, 
including the grave and the religious 
service, All classes avail themselves freely 
of the law. 

Appropriations are made for the med - 
ical inspection of the body, for advertising 
the tuneral, for the coffin and dressing of 
the corpse. for the funeral procession and 


’ hearse, for opening and closing the grave 


aud for potting up and numbering the 
headboard. Furthermore, the grave must 
he ornamented by growing plants in a 
modest way at the expense of the commun- 
ity, but the bereaved family has the 
privilege of adding to such decorations, A 
special law provides for the payment of 
subsidies by the cantonal Government to 
the communities in cases of epidemic. 

In the Canton of Glarus strangers as well 
as citizens are buried at the expense of the 
State. The grave, too, must be kept in 
proper condition fora term of ten years.

LOADING AN OCEAN LINER. 


The Immense Ameuntef Grain These 
Muge Vessels Can Carry. 


To watch the loading of grain, either 
from an elevator or a lighter, into one of 
the mammoth vessels engaged in ite trans- 
portation, is to witness one of the chief 
operations in the movements of the world’s 
commerce. It ie carried in long pipes 
with a founnel-shaped movable appendage 
at the end, which is shifted by means of a 


rope from one part of the hold to another 
accurding as the stream ot grain fille up the 
spaces reserved for it. The grain flows into 
the vesrel with the noise and velocity of a 
torrent, and sends a dense volume of dust 
and chaff upward, obscuring the depths be- 
neath and making the mer attending the 
stowage below look like ghosts in tke rising 
mist. 

The “trimming” of the grain in the 
holds is an important part of its storage. 
After several thourand bushels have stream- 
ed into the hold, a dozen or more men are 
delegated to shovel the downpouring 
columr in between the vessel’s beams, a job 
tor which they are paid at the rate of Ic a 
minute. In vessels of the Canard stripe, 
it to kes between 12,000 and 15,000 bushele 
to fili a hold, and these vessels average 
50,000 bushels in the total cargo, Ships 
carrying grain alone can take as higb es 125, 
000 bushels, and when it is considered that 
from 4,000 to 7,000 bushels can be stored 
in an hour, every forty bushele weighing a 
ton, an idea can de had of the foros of the 
torrent directed into the veesel. 

Large vessels have four or five holds, and 
@ distinction is made in storing the cargo 
in them. Grain, from ite compact and 
dead weight, is reserved mostly for the 
center cf the vessel while cured provisions 
are packed ae tar forward and as far aft as 
ible, for their better preservatioa from 
the heat of the snip's fires, In some veseels, 
like the great arders, which carry 
passengers as well as freight, the heaviest 
weight is stored in the lowest hold ; this 
is to steady the vessel and is called in the 
technical ce of the stevedore, “‘stiff- 
ening” the ship. It takes about 1,500 tons 
to “stiffen” a great Cunarder, and when 
this is done the lower hold is fastened and 
battened down and work is begun on the

erease of Attendance Over Last Year— 
Cost of the Kindergarten System. 

The annual report of the Toronto Public 
School Board has just been issued. It shows 
that during 1894 the total number of pupils 
registered was 4,371 in the kindergarten, in 
the other classes 28,877, of whom 1,265 
were promoted izom the kindergarten. 

The average daily attendance was in the 
kindergarten 1,809; in the other classes 
21,129. 

The largest number, 26,947, was regis- 
tered in Uctober, and the smallest number, 
24,782 in June. 

Ihe average monthly registered number 
was 25,936. This shows an increase com- 
pared with last year of 1,165. 

Dufferin school has the largest registered 
attendance, 1,121, Ryerson is second with 
1,119, and Lansdowne third with 1,034. 

There were 475 teachers and 98 kinder- 
gartners employed in the schools of Toronto 
during the past year in additfon to the 
special teachers. 

There are two music teachers and one 
drill instructor engaged in special teach- 
ing. 

Sixty-six teachers hold first-class certi- 
ficates and 409 second class. 


There was one new kindergarten opened 
in 1894 in Rosedale. This makes 37 kinder- 
gattensiuall. The total number registered 
in the kindergartens during the year was 
4.371 ; the average of monthly registered 
numbers was 2,346, and the average of 
monthly average numbers was 1,877. 

The total amount paid to kindergartners 
for salaries in 1894 was $25,237.94. 

The total amount paid for kindergarten 
supplies was $1,771.05. 

The total cost of kindergartens for 
salaries and supplies was $27,008.99. 


The cost per pupil on the basis of total 
enrolment was 86. 18 for salaries and sup- 


lies. 
. The cost per pupil on the basis of average 
monthly number was $11.51 for salaries and 
supplies. : 

The salaries of caretakers amounted to 
$23,518.34. 

The cost per pupil in the kindergartens 
on the basis of total enrolment was 86.7 
for salaries and supplies, fuel and care- 
taking. 

The cost per pupil in the kindergartens 
on the basis of average monthly number 
was $12.51 for salaries, supplies, fuel and 
caretuking. 19 

Gladstone avenue kindergarten is the 
largest, its registered attendance being 80 
and average attendance 75. Dufferin's 
registered attendance is 84 aud average 68. 
Borden's 83 and 63. 

The report suggests that a joint kinder- 
garten be opened for the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Homea, both having petitioned for the 
same. 

The question of manual training has 
occupied the attention of the School Board 
at intervals for some years. It has again 
been considered, and with more favour 
than at any previous time. 

As the law stands the Board has not 
authority toestend the work of manual 
training beyond the xindergarten, which is 
the best possible foundation for a more 
extended system of manual training. A 
proper system should include all pupils in 
attendance atthe Public schoole, girls as 
wellas boys. 

An extension of the system of manual 
training is at great length advocated in the 


report. 

The night echool session, 1893-94, opened 
with 32 classes, of which 27 continued to 
the end of the session, March 30, the others 


having been closed owing to mall attend- | 


ance. The session 1894-95 opened October 
lst with 29 classes. 

Bathurst street night school had an 
attendance of 145 and Parliament street 
achool 138. The total registered attendance 
was 1,063 and the total average attendance 
692. In 1880, when the night schools were 
established, there were 10 teachers, and the 
schools cost 22,096 for the six months’ 
session. Last year there were 29 teachers 
employed and the expenditure was $4,989. 

he registered attendance at the Victoria 
(Boys) Industrial School at Mimico last 
year was 261. 

The kötal amount spent in the mainten- 
ance of the Victoria Industrial School 
during the year ending September 30th, 
1894, was $32,604.59. 

The principal sources of income were: 
Municipalities, $20,351.91; Ontario Gov- 
ernment grant, $6,596. 30. 


The registered astendance at the Alex- 


andra (Girls) Industrial School last year 
was 32. 

The number at present in the school is 
24. Nine pupils have been admitted during 
the year, and eight have left the institution; 
four of these have returned to their homes, 
and four have been placed in homes. 


The expenditare for the year ending Sep- 


tember 30th, 1894, was $3,972.60. 

The total cost of the free text books 
issued in 1894 was $2,464.98. 

The total cost of supplies, including work

To Iron a White Shirt. 


It ie absolutely necessary to have the 
shirts just as clean ae they can be made. 
Dry them before starching. Then procure 
the starch made especially for such work, 
and dissol ve a tableepoonful in one pint of 
water tor each shirt; it will not need 
cooking. The quantity of starch varies 
somewhat with the kind of shirts, and a 
little experience will be neceseary to get 
it just right. More starch will be required 
for an old shirt than for a new one. Dip 
the wristbands and bosom two or three 
times, rubbing them between the hands 
until you are sure that every thread is 
saturated with the starch. Wring them, 
and roll the shirt up tightly. It will be 
ready to iron in half an hour. 

Your ironing board or table should be 
covered with three or four thicknesses of 
old blanket, and a sheet thatis perfectly 
clean. In addition to this, there should be 
a bosom board about a foot wide and a 
little longer than a ehirt bosom. Cover 
with two thicknesses of felt or flannel, and 
one thickness of old linen or muslin. These 
must be etretched eo tightly that there are 
no wrinkles, and fastened firmly on the 
underside of the board. Any pieces con- 
taining seams must be dicarded. 

Iron the sleeve and body of the shirt 
first. Place the bosom board inside the 
shirt under the bosom, which is drawn 
smoothly over it. Prese and rub it with 
the iron until it is dry :; then rub it lightly 
with e soft cloth wrung out of cold water, 
and with sed smoothest iron, iron it 
again, rubbing hard, This will put the 
polish on. Iron the wristbands in the same 
way, and bend cher in the shape you wish 
them to retain. Hang the shirt up out of 
the wind until thoroughly dry, then fold it 
with the bosom uppermost. Collars and 
cuffs are starched and ironed in the same 
way. After turn over collars are ironed 
almost dry, turn them in the proper shape 
and press lightly, to insuretheir remaining 
so after they are dry. „ 

The irons must 8 kept perfectiy clean 
and free from rust to insure good results. 
Rubbing them while warm with a piece of 
beeswax tied in a cloth, or passing them 
over a paper wet with coal oil will do a 
great deal t toward keeping them emooth. 


Strawberry Shortcake. 

Put one quart of flour into a bowl, add 
two tesspoonfule of baking powder, one 
teaspoonful of salt aud sift twice. Rub 
into this one tables p, of butter, and 
then add sufficient milk to make a soft 
dough, about one and s half cupfuls. Take 
this out oo the board and roll it out im a 
sheet about one inch thick. With a knife 
make it perfectly square, and put in e 
square, greased pan and bake, having the 
centre a little thinner than the edges, Have 
ready three boxes of berries, stemmed and 


maehec. Take a potato masher and mash 
in the bowi, and then stir in a cupful of 


sugar. This should be done before making 
the cake. After the cake is baked 
thoroughly, about twenty minates, take it 
from the fire, and with e knife strip the 
edges and pull apart. Put one portion in 
a large platter and butter it thickly. Then 
cover up with etra-vberries. Put on the 
crust, cover it with strawberries, and serve 
at once with a good sized pitcher of cold 
milk orcream. This will be quite enough 
to form a whole lunch. 


A SIGH FROM THE COFFIN 


HOW THE WIDOW PESSAT WAS 
SAVED FROM BURIAL ALIVE. 


Some Other Cases ef Living Death— 
Evidently Only a Small Prepertion of 
Revivals ef Vitality After Burial Are 
Recerded. 


The latest case of living death,” or 
burial while alive, is reported from the 
commune of Doussard, in the canton of 
Faverges, France. It is that of a widow, 
Mme. Peseat, an humble villager, aged 
fifty, and the mother of three children. 
Two days after ehe had drawn her last 
breath, as it was thought, the funeral was 
held, and she was borne to the churchyard 
and placed at the side of the grave. Vil- 
lagers stood at a respectful distance, and 
the priest was at the ooffin's head with his 
tiny acolyte a step or two behind biin. 
The final words had just been pronounced, 
and the sexton’s men were about to step 
forward to bury her from sight and sound 


forever when a faiat, smothered sigh came 
from within the box. Men and women 
started back in alarm, but after a second 
or 80 a few were brave enough to unscrew 
the lid. It wea seen that the woman was 
alive. She gave little evidence of returning 
animation, however. The village doctor's 
efforts were in vain, and Mme. Peessat actu- 
ally died an hour later. 


SIMILAR OCCURRENCES 


have not been as rare as may be imagined. 
But only a small proportion of them have 
been recorded with names and full data. 
Zola, in his La Mort d’Olivier Becaille,” 4 
novelette, which has never been translated 
into English, telle of a young man who 
went to Paris with his wife to seek employ - 
ment. He was taken sick almost immedi- 
ately on his arrival in the French metro- 
polis, and two days later was supposed 
to be dead. Even the oroque morte,” 
‘whose traditional business it ie to bite the 
fingers of bodies to determine whether 
life is really extinct, declared that he was 
dead. ‘ 

Because of his poverty he was buried 
hastily and carelessly, and when, within a 
few hours, an infinitesimal epark of vitality 
that had remained increased in size, he was 
able to burst open the lid of his coffin, and 
find his way into the streets again. After 
wandering about for some time he was 
taken in by a generous physician, and 
completely restored to health. This took 
a month or 60, for his nerves had been 
shattered by the shock. Upon his recovery 
he tried to und his wife, but learned that 
she had returned to her native town, a 
young Parisian having interested himself in 
her, with a view to marriage. Becaille 
gave up his search and lived a new life, 


NEVER RBVEALIING HIS INDENTITY. 


A New York undertaker tells of a young 
man who one morning, in a state of great 
nervousness, called ona man who had 
buried his sister several days before. He 
stated that, as the result of a dream the 
night Wefore, he had become convinced 
that she was alive in her coffin. He insisted 
that the grave should be opened. The 
necessary permit was procured and the body 
exhumed. It was readily seen that the 
woman was actually dead and had been 
before she was placed in the coffin. The 
evidence of the grave was conclusive. 

In an hospital in the City of Mexico lest 
January a medical student had just started 
operations in the dissecting room upon the 
body of a peon,or laborer, Antonio Vangqose. 
A few cute had been made in the abdomen 
when the man sprang up and cried ‘* don’t 
kill me !” the surgeon restored the flesh 
that had been cut out and sewed up the 
wound, but the man lived only forty-eight 
hours. 

In London, at almost the same time, 
the body of a woman had been laid out for 
burial, but not yet placed in the casket. 
Members of her famiiy were sitting by her 
side weeping when suddenly the covering 
was blown away and the sup oo 
sat bolt upright. Her revival availed 
little, however, for she died within the 
week, shock being the immediate cause, 
She had etated that she was fuily aware of 
the preparations that were being made 
for her burial. 

Elam Muscot was buried in a Michigan 
town, When his body was exhumed, a 
year later, for removal, it was found that 
he had evidently revived. He had turned 
over and his hands had clutched his head. 
His face was lacerated fearfully.

In the Rogues’ Gallery of the Secret 
Service Bureau of the Treasury Department 
at Washington is the card photograph of 6 
once famous counierfeiter who was arrest- 
ed by the Treasury agents and made to 
serve a long term in the penitentiary.

| The photograph is that of e German, who

passed through one of the most exciting 
events of the Crimean war. He was e 
member of the famous Light Dragoons, the 
immortal 600 that rode into the valley of 
death in their charge on the Russian posi- 
tion, and one of the few that survived that 
terrible engagement. He was distinguished 
by the British Government, but went to 
the bad, and even after his experience in 
the United States committed a similar 
crime in Germany,and was again sentenced 
to a long term of imprisonment,

We honestly believe that the Lord 
may be truly thanked because Hiv 
Honor was thus prevented from divid- 
ing the responsibility. It is an old 
saying that “too many cooke spoil the 
broth,” and it applies to exhibitions as 


well as to other enterprizes. What 
everybody is attending to, no one nut - 
tends to. The most poorly managed 
features of the fair were some of those 
minor departinents which were placed 
vader control of separate committees. 
When the baseball tournament began 
it was found that no grounds had been 
laid out; and at one match the players 
actually had to buy their drinking 
water. It is an open secret that be- 
cause of the inattention of the trap- 
shooting committee, some of the best 
Gun Clubs left Regina without com- 
peting in their matches. In the same 
connection it must be said that some 
other separate committees possessed 
praiseworthy organization. The man- 
ner of the management of the bicycle 
meet was a distinct credit to the Ex- 
hibition. The same may be said of the 
Caledonian games. But all in all, we 
strongly incline to the opinion that 
divided responsibility is not calculated 
to conduce to the success of an exhi- 
bition.

96, and in the item voted to the North- 
West Assembly, it will fail to find 
that the vote has been increased to 
ineet the forty or forty-five thousand 
dollars shortage caused by relief ex- 
penditure.

IS PARLIAMENTARY GOVERN. 
MENT BEING IGNORED? 


(Toronto World, Conservative ) 

The Government at Ottawa, it would 
seem, is not disposed to trust _Parlia- 
ment, and not even the great bulk of 
the Conservative party, in connection 
with tts railway policy. The recent 
legislation in connection with the 
Hudson Bay Railway was put through 
in a way that cannot commend itself 
to a people who believe in Parliaunent- 
ary institutions and who believe in the 
supremacy of Parliament in connection 
with the government of the country. 
The Conservative members of the 
party were told that no legislation in 
connection with the Hudson Bay Road 
would be brought down until the party, 
asa party, had been consulted in 
caucus; and yét atthe very last 
moment of the session, and when many 
members had left. a bill was brought 
down altering the terms of agreement 
with the Hudeon Bay Railway; and 
now, inmedistely after Parliament is 
prorogued, an Order in-Coancil is said 
to have been passed, increasing ( 
$100,000 per year) the mail subsidy ot 
the Canadian Pacitic Railway. It may 
be true that the legislation in regard 
to the Hudson Bay Railway was only 
an alteration of terms, and not of 
principle, and dealt with e vote that 
hed been previously made by Par- 
liament ; and it may also be true that 
the Canedian Pacific Railway, as The 
Globe pointed out yesterday, may be 
jastly entitled to this increased subsidy ;

S. R. Reid, forineriy connected with 
the local press, and now with the les- 
sees of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
advertising privileges, returned from 
Regina yesterday. Mr. Reid took ad 
vantage of bis suinmer holidays in 
assisting Merers. Walter Scott, of THE 
Moose Jaw Times, and J. K. McInnis, 
of the Regina Standard, in issuing an 
an evening paper at Regina during the 
days of the Territorial Exhibition. Mr. 
Reid followed the Territorial reportor 
ial rounds during hia stay at Regina, 
and it is safe to say, kept up with the 
procession. 

When questioned yesterday about 
the magnitude of the Exhibition, re- 
ports of mismanagement, etc., Mr. 
Reid said: Firat of all “twill be re- 
membered and will go down in history 
as being the greatest exhibit in li ve 
stock avd agricultural products ever 
shown in the Canadian North West, 
and probably in the Dominion. The 
farmers of the Territories and Mani- 
toba responded nobly to the call, and 
sent along the best of everything. To, 
say that His Honor Lieut -Governor 
Mackintosh has not been indefatigable 
in his efforts to promote the Exhibition 
would be to talk foolishly, Whether 
his efforts have all been promoted in a 
right direction is another question. 
No doubt he has been hampered inas- 
much as the whole affair has had too 
much the appearance of being a gov- 
ernment enterprise. Nearly every 
vorn out politician and even civil ser- 
vice men have laid their claim to some 
kind of a “rake off” in the way of sal- 
ary enough during the Fair to pay ex- 
penses or freeadmittance to everything, 
and the result was that His Honor 
found himself corralled «at the last 
moment with a force entirely incom- 
petent to manage and keep in humor 
with: an agricultural representation. 
Not only were they out of place among 
the horny-handed sons of toil, but they 
evidently suffered with the disease 80 
hopelessly common to those who are 
given authority, and did not treat even 
the over-worked newspaper men with 
respect. However, this does not apply 
to all, as Messers. Strachan, Reid, the 
entry clerk, the official secretary, R. 
B. Gordon, and others were very court- 
eos, To demonstrate that advantage 
of the circumstances were taken, it is 
only to be noted that but about one 
half of the admissions were paid ones. 
Financially speaking this was detri- 
mental. Another matter which should 
be considered by those who are dis- 
posed to think of His Honor as being 
Jax in making hasty reforms, is the 
fact that he had in connection with the 
Vice-Regal visit; a lot of entertaining 
todo. Asto the offcial dinner of 
Tuesday evening, I have understood 
there was considerable dissatisfaction 
in press circles, some of the journalist 
evidently, and perhaps rightly, believ. 
ing that a glimpee at the government 
house bric-a-brac and a sup of cham- 
pagne would have been preferable to 
the accommodations of « canvas eating 
house, during à plain dinner But 
these things, of course, are all trifles 
which the Territorial press can jaw 
about. The Exhibition, on the whole, 
was a grand one, Manitoba and the 

Territories joining hand in hand, and 
the result will be that the outside 
world will have a better knowledge of 
the productivences and capabilities of 
the Canadian North-West than ever 
before.

MATERIALS FOR A FEAST. 


On the march to Wei-hai-weithe army 

began very well in the matter of provi- 

| eions, but finally nothing was left but rice, 

and rice answered, While I, as a foreigner, 
lost forty-two pounds of flesh on thie diet, 
the Japanese soldier did camp and patrol 
duty and incidental fighting for twelve 
hours a day with nothing else to eat, and 
was in splendid physical condition when the 
surrender came. The importance of this 
fact upon a long march, enabling an army, 
as it does, to go ahead without the impeci- 
ment of long provision trains, is one that 
all military men must appreciate. 

Again, Japanese soldiers can march 
more rapidly than: any other troope, with 
the possible exception of the native Indian 
forces, the Sikhs and Goorkhas. Visitors 
of Japan are astonished when s ’rikishe 
man pute a stout foreigner in his little gig 
and runs ten miles with him at a stretch. 
They are surprised at the long walke which 
people of the upper classes take as a matter 
of course, and of the endurance shown in 
manual labor in all its native forms. Now 
that the’rikisheman,thefarmer,the wrestler, 
artisan, the man about the country fills the 
ranks of the army, the troops can make 
forced marches which would te impossible 
to soldiers of European training and build. 

A final consideration is the Japanese 
stature. Soldiers in battle fire high. It 
ie obvious, therefore, that a short man 
firing high at a tall one may still bit him; 
but the returnfire of the tall soldier would be 
ineffective. Besides, more small men can 
get behind a given point of defence ann 

resent a smaller target to the enemy than 
would be the case with soldiers of the 
stature of Russians, Germans, Englishmen, 
or even Frenchmen. er 
I have now stated the case. The Japan- 
ese soldier has the highest type of courage, 
patriotism, discipline, and marching endur- 
ance; he needs less food than a European 
and he has the best possible build for a 
fighting man. The question is, Could the 
Russians beat him in battle, the numerical 
strength of the belligerente being equel? 
Speaking as a correspondent, I simply say 
that when the great fight comes I would 
prefer to do duty with the Japanese.

Be Good to Your Shoes.

Don't try on or handle a patent leather 
shoe when cold—always thoroughly warm 
it before bending the leather. A patent 
leather shoe put on in a warm room may be 
worn out in the cold westher without in- 
jary.

PRACTICAL FARMING. 


Early or Late Cutting for Hay. 


The quantity of food om an acre of grass 
or clover increases with the growth of the 
crop until this hae fully matured. This is 
not always true of the actual weight of the 
crop, but it is true of the quantity of dry 
matter. So far as this is eoncerned, it 
would seem best not to cut grass or clover 
for hay until the crop is ripe. There is 
danger or loss from dropping of leaves as 
they stand, and much more is caused dur- 
ing the process of handling the crop. This 
is more especially true of the clovers. It 
is easier to cure ripered grase or clover 


than that which has a larger percentage of 
water. In many cases the weather is warm- 
er and drier as the crops reach maturity, 
hence better for haymaking. 

Tro food value of a pound of dry matter 
in the grass or clover decreases to some 
extent as the plant reaches maturity. The 
same is true as tc palatability and, probably, 
in almost all cases as to digestibility. Fresh, 
growing grass or clover or well-mede hay 
from this is more palatable and, weight for 
weight of dry matter, is more valuable than 
ie either the fully-matured plant or the hay 
made from this. The market value may be 
greater for the hay from fully-matured 
grase. Thete has been a general. perference 
on the part of those who bought hay for 
feeding to horses for that from well-matured 
grass. This has been based in part on the 
fact that eariy-made hay is sometimes 
more dusty than that made after the grase 
has become well ripened. 

r e uo other points which migh* be 
named, show that there are two sides to 
the question, whether early or late hay- 
making is not advisable. As a matter of 
fact, the farmer who makesa large quantity. 
is often practically led to do both. 
In order to finish the werk before the grass 
or clover is dead ripe” he may have to 
commenee before the crop has reached such 
stage of maturity as he prefers. Recom- 
mendatious of early cutting have often 
been extreme. There 1s greater reason for 
cutting clover early than there is for has- 
tening the grase cutting. In practice, the 
writer prefers cutting clover while it is yet 
in blossom, but after most ot the blossoms 
have turned brown. He prefers allowing 
Timothy te stand until the seeds have 
formed and are approaching, or have reach- 
ed, the **dough” state. The weight of hay 
secured at this time, as compared with that 
secured if the grass is cut when it is in 
bloom, is so much greater as to more than 
overbalance the superior quality of the 
earlier made hay. Sach a grass as orchard 
grass should be cut at a somewhat earlier 
atage, as the matared ataike are much less 
palatable. 

There has been a marked change of 
opinion and practice in the matter of cut- 
ting corn for ensilage. It is now generally 
recognized that it is better to allow the 
crop to become reasonably mature, The 
total weight may not be greater, but the 
a e of dry matter is greater, and the 
food value per acre is also greater. Indian 
corn is a true grass, although a large and 
coarse one. 

Where it is expected to sell a part ot 
the hay and feed a part, it ie usually well 
worth while to have the hay eo stored in 
the barn or stacks that access can be had 
to either class, as it often happens the 
later cut hay will sell even better than the 
earlier cut, while, especially for dairy 
cows and young stock, the earlier cut is 
preferable. 


Summer Care of Stock. 

Salt and ashes should be kept where the 
hogs can help themselves, Ifthey can have 
all tney want when they want it better 
health and thrift can be maintained. One 
of the best ways of keeping a supply is to 
have a box or small trough in one corner ef 
the feeding floor in which a supply can be 
kept, replenishing as often as may be 
necessary. Thereis no danger of them 
eating too much. It is only when salt is 
occasionally used that there is any danger 
of hogs eating more than is best for them. 

In addition to good pasturage and plenty 
of good water it is very essential t 
comfort of the dairy cow to have 
shade. They should be able to ere 
appetites ina reasonable time and then 
ha ve a comfortable shade under which they 
can lie down and chew their cuds contented- 
ly. A good dairy cow is naturally a quiet 
animal, and the more comfortable she can 
be made the more and better milk she will 
give. If there are not good trees growing 
in the pasture to supply good shade it will 
be a good plan to put up a cheap shed 
ander which the cowscan lie during the 
hottest part of the day. Almost anythin 
is better than compelling them to stan 
out in the hot sun all day. 

In nearly all cases where the teams are 
at work steadily every day it will be beet 
to give them a short reat occasionally dur- 
ing the day. When this ie done, in order 
to give them the full benefit pull the col- 
lars away woll from the shoulders so us to 
allow them te cool off as much as possible. 
It will help materially to avoid galled 
shoulders if they are washed well with 
strong salt water both at noon end at night 
when brought tethe stables. It will even 
pay to remove the harness at noon. It only 

uires a few minutes’ work to do this, 
and the larger benefit the animals will de- 
rive from theit noon’s rest will make it a 
fitable labor. 


In most localities there is plenty of fruit 
this year, yet because there is plenty is no 
reason why any should be wasted. Better 
let the hogs or sheep eat the fallen fruit 
chan to allow it to lie under the trees and 
rot. S will eat ap all kinds of apples 
more cleanly than hogs, but they may take 
a notion at eny time to gnaw the bark. In 
order to avoid this the stems of the trees 
should all be washed or painted with soft 
scap. In msny cases a good plan is to have 
the orchard arranged 80 as to shut out the 
stock at any time that it may be considered 
best. Then the best of the fallen fruit 
can be picked up and used if needed and 
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wooden paddle that will reach to the ‘>: 
tom ol the vessel should be used, aa the 
3 should be given with a rather 
up lifting motion that will bring the 
bottom cream to the top rather than 3 
stirring motion that will etart the eream 
in a circular motion around the vessel.

This must be done every time 
fresh cream is added. A thorough mixing

is taken on this point. Cream should bs 
thoroughly ripened, but should not be 41. 
lowed to become sour. Slightly acid is ths 
right condition, and the more fully this 
condition is secured the easier will be the 
churning, the more thoroughly the butter 
will all be taken out of the cream, and the 
better the quality of the butter. The man- 
agement of the cream is the essential it-m 
in the making of good butter and it should 
be skimmed off while the milk is sweet, 
kept at an even temperature while ripen: 
ing, and ri as uniformly as possible, 
and thea churned as soon as slightly acid.

and arrested. It sen the electric current 
for firing off the gun is supplied by the 
Royal Observatory of Cape Town, and goes 
there by meats of an instrument known as 
a relay that is in the central telegraph 
office of the station, the distance being 
about 500 yards.

CHENGTU TROUBLES. 


An @Micial Despatch Announcing the 
Safety of the Missionaries—Wuch Pre 
perty Destreyed. 

According toe special despatch from 
Shanghai the loss of property as a reau't of 
the recent rioting at Chengtu, Kiating, and 
Yoching amounts to several million dollars. 
The Chinese officials, it ie added, headed 
by the Viceroy of the Province of Szchuen, 
openly encouraged the mobs to all sorte of 
outrages, and the petitions of foreiguers for 
protection were refused. 

A despatch from Shanghai says that the 
English, French, Canadian. and American 
missions were wrecked at Chengtu, Kiating, 
Yachou, Pingshan, and Sinking. Some of - 
the missionaries are missing, but no lives 
are known to have been lost. Suifu and 
Luchou are threatened. A riot is consider 
ed inevitable at Chung King. All tie 
whites left Chengtu. A firm policy is now 
more than ever necessary.

In constructing earth 
roads a plow should not be used excep

A NEGRO’S GRATITUDE 


Am Old Slaves Generesity te His Old 
Mistress¢. 2 e 


A wealthy slave-owner entered the 
Southern army, fought bravely and bril- 
liantly, and died in one of the closing 
battles of the civil war in the United 
States. His widow was left penniless, 
with large plantations encumbered with 
mortgages, and a hundred or more eman- 
cipated negroes who had ceased to be her 


property. 

Her businese affairs were mismanaged by 
agents and lawyers, and she lost one 
plantation after: another. ‘Her health 
failed, and in her old age she became 
wholly dependent upon one of her former 
slaves. ; 

This negro was grateful to her for hav- 
ing given him a start after the war. Learn- 
ing from experience that she could not 
manage her plantations successfully, she 
had rewarded the fidelity of a small group 
of emancipated slaves by deeding over to 
them outright small farms. This negro 
received in this way a farm of twenty-six 
acres with a cabin. 

He prospered from the outset. He made 
a living out of his ground, and saved every 
year a little money. In the course of a 
few years he beught another farm and 
doubled his resources, Other purchases 
followed until he was a truck farmer with 
considerable wealth. 

He did not forget his old plantation 
mistress in his prosperity. When she had 
lost all her property, and there was no 
other friend to take care of her in her old 
age, this negro rescued her from desti- 
tution, He became her most faithful 
friend. 

Both are still living. On the first day of 
every month the negro farmer draws a 
check for one hundred dollars, and sends it 
to the aged lady whoee slave he was in his 
boyhood. At first she was unwilling to 
become his pensioner, bat ke pressed help 
upon her with tears in his eyes, telling her 
that he would never have got on in the 
world it she had not generously aided him 
by giving him the firet farm. 


is bounty is now her only resource, and 


no millionaire in tha land is happier than 
he is when “‘pay-day” comes around, and 
he can send his check to his kind-hearted 
old missis. 

The other negroes whom she befriended 
after the war have been either improvident 
or ungrateful, but one at least had the 
energy and thrift required for making him 
a well to-do farmer, and the heart to take 
compastion on a ſriendless and unfortunate 
woman who had once been kind to him.’ 

This is a true story, which illustrates the 
tender feeling sometimes existing between 
the negro and his former master, and. is a 
gratitude which good treatment may in- 
spire even in a despised race, 


PRODUCTION OF MEERSCHAUM. 


Where Rich Deposits are Foaund—Prying, 
Cleaning, Polishing and Packing. 


Mr. Cumberbatch, British Consul at An- 
gora, in hie latest report, says that rich 
deposits of meerschaum are found twenty 
miles to the southeast of Eski Shebir, ap 
important station of tne Anatolian railway 
The Belgian Consul in Constantinople. who 
recently visited the place, states that it 
would be difficult to determine the exact 
arena in which the meerschaumis to be 
found, Judging from the number of pits 
at considerable distances from each other 
it must be extensive. 

The meersche um is extracted in the same 
way as coal. Pitefrom 25 to 120 feet deep 
are dug, and as soon as the vein is struck 
horizontal galleries, sometimes of consider- 
able length, are made, but more than two 
galleries are seldom to be found in one 
pit. The stone as extracted is called ham 
tash,’ or rough block, and ia soft enough 
to be easily cut witha kaife. It is white 
with s yeliowish tint, and is covered with 
a red, clayey soil of about I inch thick. In 
thie state the blocks are purchased by deal- 
ers on the spot, not by weight or measure- 
ment, but according to appruximate quanti- 
ty, either per load, of three sacks or per 
cart load, the price varying from 45. t0 £30 
per load according to quality. These blocks 
are dried and subjected to certain prepar- 
ationsbefore being conveyed to Eski Shehir. 
Some of them areas small asa walnut, while 
others attain the size of cubic foot. Those 
which combine regularity of surface and 
size are the best. The manipulation re- 
quired before they are ready, for exportation 
is long and costly. The clayey soil is 
removed and the meerschaum dried. In 
summer exposure for five or six days to the 
eun’e rays auffices, but in winter a room 
heated to the tequire i temperature is 
necessary, and the drying process takes 
eight or ten days. 

When driei the biocks are ail weil 
cleaned and polished, then they are sorted 


into about twelve classes, each class being 


packed with great care in separate cases, 
and each block being wrapped in cotton 
wool, The bulk of the meerschaum 10 
sent to Vienna, where itis worked, and 
dispersed all over the world. Mostof he 
finest specimens aresent direct to Paris. 
Certain American dealeze have visited Keki 
Shehir with the object of obtaining the 
raw material direct instead of through 
Vienna, thereby saving the highest custom 
house duty payable on the worked meer- 
echaum. The quantity anuslly exported 
is pat down at 8,090 to 10,000 c The 
various taxes levied by the Turkish Gov- 
ernment amount to about 37 per cent. ad 
valorem.
